Hal Silvers Gets Post 
As Civil Defense Head

HYATTSVILLE, June 3 — Tell¬ 
ing evidence of the growing influ¬ 
ence of Greenbelt in Prince Geor¬ 
ges County affairs was revealed 
when the county commissioners 
named Hal Silvers of 25-A Ridge 
Road to be the new Civil Defense 
Director of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty. He replaces P. E. Clark, county 
agricultural agent, who had been 
conducting the county’s civil de¬ 
fense effort in addition to his reg¬ 
ular duties. Silvers’ appointment 
to the important non-paid post 
came at the regular meeting of 
the commissioners last Friday. 

Silvers is the third Greenbelter 
to move into a prominent role in 
Prince Georges County within re¬ 
cent months. * Frank J. Lastner, 
Greenbelt’s former mayor, was 
elected County Commissioner in 
the last election and Greenbelt’s 
past Police Chief, now Major 
George Panagoulis, was later pick¬ 
ed 1 as the ftrv? 'Superintendent of 
the Prince Georges County Police. 

Silvers, 36, is employed as Na¬ 
tional Secretary and National 
Membership Director of the Am¬ 
erican Veterans Committee (AVC) 
at its Washington headquarters. 
He has been on the national staff 
of 'AVC for ten years. In Green¬ 
belt. he is a member of the local 
post of the American Legion, the 
Community Church, the PTA and 
the Greenbelt Citizens Associa¬ 
tion. 

A resident of Greenbelt for two 
and a half years. Silvers has been 
active in county civic affairs since 
1950. He has been a resident of 
Prince Georges County for 7 
years. He was a deputy police 
commissioner of Seat Pleasant in 
1950 and. at the same time, found¬ 
er and first president of the Greg¬ 
ory Estates Civic Association. Sil¬ 
vers moved to Greenbelt from Sil¬ 
ver Hill. He is married, and the 
father of four children. 

Commenting on Silvers’ appoint¬ 
ment as county civil defense chief, 
Commissioner Lastner told the 
News Review that Greenbelter 
Silvers “is capable and dynamic” 
and will provide the needed spark 
in establishing a “sound and en¬ 
lightened” civil defense organiza¬ 
tion and program for the entire 
county.” “All of the commission¬ 
ers have confidence in Silvers’ tal¬ 
ent and expect real achievement 
to follow from his efforts,” Last¬ 
ner said. 

Silvers revealed to the News 
Review that he will call upon 
“every organization in Prince 
Georges County” for help in get¬ 
ting civil defense on the move and 
he urged all community groups in 
Greenbelt to participate actively. 
This reporter found Silvers deep in 
a study of the hearings and report 
of the Subcommittee on Civil De¬ 
fense of the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services, headed by Sena¬ 
tor Estes Kefauver (D., Tenn.), the 
dav after his armointment. He 
promised that a “full scale” pro¬ 
gram of civil defense for Prince 
Georges County will be announced 
in the near future. 

While the post does not carry a 
salary, the director is provided 
with a $600 yearly expense account 
for transportation.

Co-op Congress Elects 
Supervisory Committee

At a meeting held in the Com¬ 
munity Room of the Takoma 
Drug-Variety store on Friday, 
June 3, the GCS Congress elected 
a Supervisory Committee of five 
members, including Sam Schwimer 
and Sidney Rubin of Greenbelt,. 
Jack Jennings and Edward Rizzo 
of Wheaton, and Norman Tubiash 
of Takoma. This committee re¬ 
places the Audit Committee in the 
GCS organization. 

A lengthy discussion of the func¬ 
tions of the Congress was led off" 
by Albert Herling, chairman of a 
committee set up to draft propos¬ 
ed duties for the Congress. Among 
the various proposals made by in¬ 
dividual delegates were (1) par¬ 
ticipation on Board Committees, 
(2) participation in and planning 
area Co-op activities, (3) organize 
area meetings, (4) promote mem¬ 
ber relations and participation, (5> 
establish two-way communication 
between Board and members, (6) 
expand Co-op membership, (7> 
serve as store advisory commit¬ 
tees, (8) work with staff and man¬ 
agement to improve membership 
relations and store operations. 

The discussion ended with the 
decision that each area group 
would develop and carry out a 
program of activity designed to 
meet the following objectives of 
the Congress: 

(a) to maintain and promote 
channels of communication be¬ 
tween the Board and membership, 
(b) to increase membership par¬ 
ticipation and interest in Co-op 
activities, (c) to develop the best 
candidates for the Board, (d) to 
give the Board advice and counsel 
on matters referred to it. 

The Congress also elected an 
executive committee composed of 
the Chairman and Secretary of the 
Congress and the three area chair¬ 
men to coordinate the activities of 
the areas; referred the matter of 
review of the ballot for directors 
to a committee to be selected by 
the chairman; and requested the 
Board to review the by-laws to see 
if further clarifying amendments 
were necessary.

Our Citizen Soldiers Third Annual Dinner

(AUS Ret’d.) 

As Caesar had his Tenth Legion, 
which, through the centuries that 
have elapsed since the Roman con¬ 
quest of Britain, has been accept¬ 
ed by military students as an or¬ 
ganization that best exemplified 
the military (and national) virtues 
of loyalty, patriotism and profes¬ 
sional skill, so, of late, have the 
residents of Greenbelt became in¬ 
creasingly aware that they have 
in their midst a military unit com¬ 
posed of citizen soldiers (as were 
the Roman Legions) who are prov¬ 
ing themselves capable of main¬ 
taining those virtues as well as 
the high traditions of the military 
services of the United States. 

Battery “B” of the 129th Field 
Artillery Bn., (29th Division) 
Maryland National Guard, whose 
coat of arms bears the Latin inr 
scription “Quercus Crescit” (The 
Oak Grows); presently headquar¬ 
tered at the Greenbelt Armory, is 
that unit. 

Re-organized shortly after the 
close of World War II the battery 
is the lineal successor and'" inher¬ 
itor of the traditions of the famous 
110th Field Artilley (29th Div), of 
World War I fame and Troop “A’', 
1st Maryland Cavalry, which (pri¬ 
or to World War I) was located 
at Hyattsville. 

The unit, having successfully 
met Department of the Army re¬ 
quirements and passed inspection', 
was Federally recognized as a 6 
gun, 105 millimeter firing battery 
in January 1948, and is now under 
the command of Captain Eugene 
A. Ehrlich, a resident of Silver 
Spring. 

Its present strength numbers six 
officers and over fifty enlisted men, 
several of whom are veterans of 
World War II and the Korean 
campaign. A few vacancies are 
now open to residents of Greenbelt 
who can meet the physical and ed¬ 
ucational requirements for enlist¬ 
ment and this opoortunity should 
be of interest to the younger men 
of the community who, otherwise, 
would be subject to the draft pro¬ 
visions of the Selective Service 
Act. Accepted applicants for 
membership in the battery would 
be required to attend a weekly two- 
hour instruction period, for which 
they Would receive from the Fed¬ 
eral Government in accordance 
with their rank, or rating; the 
minimum being $2.85 for each drill 
attended. 

On or about July 25 the unit will 
proceed by motor convoy to the 
Indiantown Gap (Pa.) Military 
Reservation, where it will rendez¬ 
vous with other elements of the 
29th Division for a two-week field 
training period. 

Shortly after return to home 
station the new armory will be 
dedicated at a public ceremony at 
which several state and Depart¬ 
ment of Defense officials are ex¬ 
pected to be present.
